What is|meat you want to put away is fried, 


but be sure to have the top com- 
pletely covered with fat; this makes 
a perfect seal. Wher you begin to 


forget to pour, back some . melted 
fat after. each cooking or the meat 
left exposed will spoil very quickly. 
The canning. of chicken may _ not 
be of so much interest just at this 
time of the year,-but there will no 
doubt be a lot of surplus cockerels to 
kill off this fall, and while the mar- 
ket will be good, it is rather im- 
portant to have some canned for 
home use. The Tallowing is a very 
good method: Kill the fowl and 
draw at once. Wash carefully and 
cool, cut into pieces and boil until 
meat can be removed from the 
bones. Pack the meat in’ glass jars 
with the liquid which has been _boil- 
ed down to one-half its original yol- 
ume. Add a teaspoonful of salt ~ to 
each quart of meat. Place rubber 
and top. in position, screw _ rin 
down lightly and cook in boiling 
water, as explained above, for tlirce 
and a half hours. If you haver a 
pressure cooker, two and a_ half 
hours at five pounds pressure*or two 
hours at ten pounds will do.—Farm- 
ers’ Magazine.

to the consumers before the end of 
September and in order to do this, 
orders must be placed immediately.

fuel immediately. No‘cars will be 
available to transport fuel after 
September as every car will be re- 
quired to convey food and other

Germany Recognizes Its Inability to 
Prevent Financial Bankruptcy 


The ‘war has so depleted the finan- 
cial and economic resources of. Ger- 
many that the power to levy indem- 
nitics upon her defeated opponents 
has become a prime necessity. The 
Prussians have gambled heavily on 
the result of the war. They cannot 
escape the obligation to continue in- 
creasing the stakes because their op- 


ponents will not settle: They insist 
on keeping up the game; in despera- 
tion the Germans must. bid higher 


and ever higher. What is at stake 
for Germany was expressed not long 
since by the kaiser’s cousin, Freder- 
ick William of Prussia, at Breslau, in 
these words: 

“The renewed sacrifices we have 
been compelled to make by -the stub- 
bornness of our opponents, who dis- 
dainfully rejected the hand ‘of peace 
held out to them, justify us In de- 
manding an economic afd financial 
indemnification. 

“It is only dght and just that they 
who started the war shall pay the 
bill. We need such 
moreover, for our economic develop- 
ment and to ensure our economic fu- 
ture. If our industry is rendered in- 
aperls of competing with that of 
other countries, and our agriculture 
is hampered by an excessive burden 
of taxation, the consequences must 
be that workmen and their families 
will have no bread and will be ex- 
posed to terrible privation. No Ger- 
man who has the good of his country 
at heart can wish that our work- 
men, who have accomplished such 

reat things at the front and at 

ome in such difficult conditions, 
shall be exposed to want through 
the instrumentality of a lame peace.” 

Lacking complete victory over its 
foes, with all that victory implies to 
a ruthless and insatiable conqueror, 
Germany recognizes its inability -to 
prevent financial bankruptcy ~ and 
economic ruin. All its assets have 
been pledged to the hilt in the prose- 
cution of its insane dream of world- 
domination. For the Junkers, who 
have led the gamble, there can be 
no drawing back. Either they must 
win or they must facé thé reckoning 
What wonder that their efforts to 
compel the allies to accept defeat 
surpass. in desperate ruthlessness 
the most wanton expenditure of 
their “cannon fodder’ which they 
can ever have contemplated?—Win- 
hipeg Free Press.

Sales of school lands have -been 
held at various places in Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta during the past few 
days. Invariably they have attracted 
large nurhbers of buyers and the ma- 
jority of pieces offered were quickly 
disposed of, somé bringing © fairly 
high prices. At‘ Cabri, Saskatchewan, 
some 158 parcels wete sold, the 
highest price being $47 per acre. One 
hundred and twenty-four parcels 
were sold at prices from $18 to 9H 
an acre. At Lamont, Alberta, “$42 
and $43 an acre were paid for par- 
cels, while at Vegreville, on the fol- 
lowing day, the highest price realiz- 
ed for any of the parcels offered was 
1 $45 an acre. Commenting on _ this 
sale the Edmonton Bulletin says ed- 
itorially: ;

Foe Anxious For Decision 


Germans Have Drawn Heavily Upon 
All Resources to End War 
This Year 


The following is‘a summary of the 
war. situation cabled to Canada by the 
director of public information for 
publication as official news: 


. The German idea of a world peace 
is illustrated in the recent manoeu- 
vres in Russia, Roumania and Fin- 
land. A similar process is taking 
place in the Caucasus. Attempts to 
establish an independent Caucasian 
Republic, in Which Christians and 
Mohammedans alike -will share, were 
threatened by the advance of .Turk- 
ish-German forces which continued 
during the progress of the peace ne- 
gotiations; an independent Georgian 
Republic has been proclaimed. Ger- 
many’s object is to completely separ- 
ate this all-important district from 
Russia and _ bring it completely into 
her economic: and military system, 
giving Germany control of the Black 
Sea oil ficlds, similar to the oil 
fields of Roumania, and a base for 
penetration into Central Asia. 

Austrian conditions continue to 
grow worse, According to The Wes- 
er Zeitung, the Vienna Burgomaster 
recently declared: “The-faults-of our 
governments of the last few centur- 
ies bitterly avenge themselves. High 
treason and boundless ingratitude are 
now rampant and the governments 
prove weak and unsteady. The su- 
preme duty of the German. parties is 
to show a united front to Slav 
treachery.” The Austrian weakness 
enables. Germany to reduce Austria 
to the position of a vassal state. The 
new treaty fetters Austria for a gen- 
eration. It proposes the complete 
unification of the two armies’ co-or- 
dination of ‘mobilization, munition- 
ing, transport food supply and the 
merging of economic resources. The 
German policy of domination has in 
creasingly proved a menace to the 
freedom of all countries,” 

The United States is daily taking 
an increased part in the conflict. The 
American war spirit is only accentu- 
ated by the sinking of ships off the 


American coast, the tonnage of 
which will soon be replaced many 
|times over. 

The allies must make every 


possible man available to ‘maintain 
their army’s full strength. : 

This applies equally to' the Domin- 
ions, whose ‘contingents are among 
our finest troops. Thus remade, the 
allied armies: with a full-sized fresh 
American army added, will end the 
war with a decisive victory. * 

The ministry of food reports that 
the efforts and self-denial exercised 
by Canada and the United States 
have resulted in substantial increases 
in cereal and other imports. Ration- 
ing. gives generat~ satisfaction. and 
the evidence shows no_ increased 
consumption of bread or other un- 
rationed articles.
